■ W ashington, Oct. 26.- -The Chins** 
m inister has received a message stating 
Hang YI, a member of tho cabinet with 
Y ang La and of the intense antiforeign 
leaders, whose punishm ent is demanded 
by the powers, diod of illness on Oct. 18, 
aho that Yu Hsien, late governor of 
Khan Si, who is said to have been re- 
fqMiusible for the death of many mission­ 
aries, has committee suicide by sw al­ 
lowing gold leaf. 
M inister Wu regards 
these acts as the result of the disfavor in 
which these high officials havo been re­ 
ceived from the throne. 
The death of Rang Yi is an im portant 
event as he was one of the ringleaders 
of whose punishm ent was demanded by 
the powers. 
He held the position of 
assistant grand secretary and president 
of the civil board aud also one of the six 
Chinese statesmen m aking up the privy 
council or cabinet which is the body 
nearest the throne. 
Following the de­ 
mands of the powers for his punishm ent 
an edict was issued handing him over 
to the board of censors to consult and 
decide upon the penalty for his misdo­ 
ings. 
The same edict ordered the pun­ 
ishm ent of Prince Tuan, but it was 
thought that T uan’s influence would 
Secure leniency for R ang YI and others. 
Tile dispatch shows, however, tliat 
R ang Yi recognized th a t there was no 
hope of imperial favor. 
Although the 
dispatch to M inister Wu says only Rang 
Yi died, it is thought this “ death” was 
a natural disgrace which has overtaken 
the antiforeign and boxer element. 
Governor Y n’s met In si of suicide by 
swallowing gold 
leaf is peculiar to 
China. 
It is a means by which high 
personages take their livos, the gold leaf 
being the representative of th«'ir high 
station. 
The leaf forms a ball in the 
canals of the thioat and brings death 
from suffocation. 
M inister W u’s advices show Prince 
Tuan has been visited w ith seven) cen­ 
sure from the throne aud to such extent 
it will be no surprise if he followed the 
course of Y ang Yi aud Yu. He has been 
prevented from accompanying the im pe­ 
rial court to Siang Fu and rem ains at 
Shan Si, cut off from further influence 
bn the throne. 
It is expected he will be 
banished, which to a prince of the blood 
is worse than decapitation and under 
the Chinese idea the propriety of suicide 
is likely to be his end. 


I T H A T 
IMPERIAL 
DECREE. 


C h in g an ti 
I,i H a v e 
G iv en to L e g a tio n s 
th e K illc t o f th e K m p er o r. 
Paris, Oct. 2 6 —According to a dis­ 
patch from Pekin, dated Oct. 24, to the 
Havas Agency, Prince Ching and Li 
H ung Chang havo communicated to the 
legations tho im perial decree in accord­ 
ance w ith which the princes and minis­ 
ters responsible for the recent trouble in 
C hina are to be punished according to 
(the respective degree of culpability. 
The emperor recognizes the fact that 
^General Tung Fuh Siang has committed 
serious offenses, and charges Prince 
Ching and Li H ung Chang to fix the 
penalties to be imposed on those for 
whom the Europeans demand punish­ 
ment. 
The decree states that the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries have already inflicted 
punishm ent upon some princes. 
These 
plenipotentiaries assure the emperor of 
the death of R ang Yi. 
Prince Tuan 
and Prince Tchouang are not w ith the 
court. 
These communications are not 
satisfactory. 


Chicago, Oct* 26.—His skull crushed, 
his tongue paralyzed aud his life ebbing 
away, as a result of a blow on the head, 
Frank Marshall insisted to the last that 
Le had fallen on the sidewalk and that 
his brother John was not responsible for 
his death.

John, the proprietor, interfered and told 
Frank to mind his own business. 
Then 
tho two brothers fought. 
George Joyce 
and two others separated them. 
Joyce 
and his friends then left, but returned 
soon after and found Frank M arshall 
lying on the floor w ith a bad wound in 
his head. 
They took him 
to 
the 
hospital. 
The police have a statem ent from the 
bartender which charges John Marshall 
With having struck Frank over the head 
w ith a raopstick. 
The coroner said that 
it was from this wround he died. 
Later 
John Marshall made a full confession, 
but claimed th at Frank had struck the 
first blow. 


PLACED 
U NDE R ARREST. 


J u lia n A rnold C harged W ith E m bezzle* 
in en t in L ondon. 
New York, Oct. 26.—Julian Arnold, 
son of Sir Edwin Arnold, the author of 
"Tho Light of Asia,” arrived in this 
city Thursday w ith tw o Scotland Yard 
detectives, who will accompany him to 
London tvhere he will be tried on the 
charge of embezzling $110,000. 
Im mediately upon his arrival here the 
prisoner was tukcn to the Ludlow Street 
jail, where he was locked up i>endiug 
his rem oval to the steamship Umbria. 
Arnold’s full name is Julian Trageunn 
Biddnlph Arnold, and he is the son of 
Sir Edwin by his first wife, Catherine 
Biddnlph, 
W hen seen a t the Ludlow Street jail 
the prisoner refused to talk. 
Ile ib 88 
years old, 6 feet 7 inches in height and 
stout. 
His complexion is^dark, almost 
to swarthiness and his hair aud m us­ 
tache are thick and black. 
At the jail it was said the prisoner 
seemed to take his predicament w itho ut 
worry, and th at he even joked at times. 
He stated to Detectives Kyd and Stock- 
ley th at he was willing to return for 
trial, and that he would fight the case 
to the bitter end.

denies 
having 
embezzled the 
money aud says his defense will be that 
he gave his children mortgages and that 
they were cognizant as to the way he 
made the investments. 
As to Mrs. A r­ 
nold he says she was willing to accom­ 
pany him to England, but he wished her 
to rem ain in San Francisco “ until the 
dust settled.”
